EUROPEAN  AND  AMERICAN  NOVELTIES 


Antirrhinum  Nanum  Grandiflorum : “Madonna” 

A really  well-formed  white  Snapdragon  with  flowers 
equalling  in  size  those  of  the  numerous  brightly  colored 
varieties.  It  is  of  the  broad-petalled  grandiflora  type,  of 
a dwarf  and  compact  habit,  very  floriferous  with  a well 
furnished  spike  and  makes  a fine  effect  when  viewed  in  the 
mass.  Per  pkt.  50c. 

Antirrhinum  Nanum  Grandiflorum : ' Radiance  ' 

In  the  development  of  the  Antirrhinum  many  new  and 
rare  shades  of  color  have  been  produced,  but  few  as  vivid 
as  this.
